Nixon Message Sees Growing Soviet: Threat 


WASHINGTON (AP) — presi- 
dent Nixon told Congress today 
R ussia’s growing force of inter­ 
continental nuclear missiles has 
created “ a serious threat to our 
retaliatory 
capability” 
and 
raised 
grave 
questions about 
where the Soviet Union is head­ 
ed. 
In his first State of the World 
m essage, Nixon presented his 
proposed expansion of the Safe­ 
guard ballistic missile defense 
program as the best im m ediate 
response to the Soviet build-up. 
He expressed hope that even­ 
tually he could negotiate a lim i­ 
tation or reduction of nuclear 
m issiles with Russia. 
By the end of this year, Nixon 


reported. Russia will have an 
estim ated 1,590 missiles capable 
of reaching the Am erican m ain­ 
land against an estim ated 1,710 
for

Five 
years ago, in mid-1965, he said, 
Russia had only 331 such m is­ 
siles to 1,398 for the United 
States. Under the Johnson ad­ 
m inistration, Nixon 
said, 
the 
United States leveled off missile 
deployment but the 
Russians 
continued building up.

Nixon said, ‘‘together with what 
we know about their develop­

Navy Eases 
Drug Use 
Regulations 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Navy has adopted a more for­ 
giving attitude tow ards sailors 
who briefly try some kinds of 
drugs, but then reject them . 
The aim is to save “ otherwise 
good sailors and creditable per­ 
form ers” from being kicked out 
of the Navy because of a tem po­ 
rary indiscretion. 
The action applies to am phe­ 
tamines and barbiturates, but 
not to LSD or “ hard” narcotics. 
Until recently, Navy regula­ 
tions required discharge of men 
who improperly used any n ar­ 
cotic or dangerous drug. An ex­ 
ception was perm itted for ex­ 
perimental use of m arijuana. 
In a notice circulated to all 
ships 
and 
stations 
late 
last 
month, the Navy enlarged this 
exception to include “ the pos­ 
session of m arijuana and the use 
or possession of the am pheta­ 
mines or barbiturates.” 
Instead of requiring discharge 
of an offender, a com m ander 
may submit a report to the chief 
of naval personnel stating the 
circum stances and offering re­ 
commendations. 
The Navy notified com m and­ 
ers the more lenient rules “ is 
directed to those cases where 
the individual has been involved 
for a short period of tim e and 
has rejected the idea of further 
use: or certain individuals who 
may be interm ittently involved 
to a slight extent over a longer 
period one month perhaps, but 
who now reject use.” 
The 
directive 
emphasized 
“ the seriousness of involvement 
with 
these dangerous 
drugs” 
even 
as 
it 
was 
authorizing 
greater lenience 
tow ard men 
who experim ent with them .

Specifically, he 
said, Secretary Robert H. Finch 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare had endorsed it. 
The key difference in the pro­ 
posals was that Scott’s substi­ 
tute applies specifically to un­ 
constitutional conditions of ra ­ 
cial segregation while Stennis’ 
rider was aim ed at both resi­ 
dential segregation in the North 
as well as legal segregation in 
the South.

House, Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House is heading for another 
confrontation

following its Rules Committee 
spurning of a proposed presi­ 
dential compromise.

refused

clear the way for a House vote 
on an amendment that would 
have given Nixon discretion to 
spend only as much as he w ant­ 
ed on education, regardless of 
what Congress appropriated. 
The Republican-b a c k e d 
am endm ent was added by the 
House Appropriations Com m it­ 
tee to a new $19.3 billion health- 
education money bill designed 
to replace the $19.7 billion m eas­ 
ure vetoed by Nixon last month 
as inflationary. The House will 
take up the new bill Thursday. 
Under House rules, such an 
am endm ent would not be in or­ 
der unless specifically approved 
by Hie Rules Committee, and by 
a 9-6 vote Tuesday the com m it­ 
tee refused. The threat of anoth­ 
er veto was raised imm ediately. 
Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare Secretary Robert ll. Finch, 
who testified before the com m it­ 
tee Tuesday, said failure to in­ 
clude the provision raised a def­ 
inite possibility of a veto be­ 
cause the bill once again carries 
more money than Nixon wants. 
After his veto was sustained 
by the House, Nixon said he 
would accept $419 million of the 
$1.3 billion Congress added over 
his budget to the vetoed bill. But 
the Appropriations Committee 
boosted that to $814 million and 
the prospects are for still more 
additions when the bill reaches 
the floor. 
Majority Leader Carl Albert 
said the Democrats would not 
be deterred by talk of a veto.

U.S.-Soviet Relations Worsen Over Mideast

R em em ber October 1962 and 
the Cuban m issile crisis? The 
world held its breath and won­ 
dered for m any agonizing hours 
whether this was it. 
Could som ething sim ilar hap­ 
pen in the Middle East? Things 
are looking ugly. The angry 
tone of the latest Soviet blast at 
the United States suggests that 
the intensification of Ara ^ I s ­ 
raeli w arfare has set back So- 
viet-Ameriean relations in that 
sphere, at least, by more than 
two years. 


A showdown does not seem to 


be around the corner. Perhaps 
the danger is long-range. But 
men with long experience in 
governm ent and diplomacy say 
it cannot be ruled out. There is 
no insurance that the superpow­ 
ers can keep developments in 
the Middle E ast under control. 
“ The 
danger 
is 
always 
present of a new crisis of con­ 
frontation,” says a source who 
was close to the Cuban one. 
“ We cannot assume there won’t 
be one, even if it is not precisely 
like that of 1962. Then there was 
an im balance in our favor in 
missile weaponry and that was 
significant. 


“ What if Israel one day was 
on the point of being defeated? 
What would the United States 
do? At this point, nobody can 
say.” 
The Soviet statem ent Monday 
pledged all “ necessary” aid to 
Arab states to defend them ­ 
selves, an indication that Mos­ 
cow intends to provide more 
hardw are, 
including 
MIG23 
planes. 
The Russians still insist they 
want a peace settlem ent. But 
whatever little progress 
may 
have been made two years ago 
on that score, at least, seem s to 
be fading away, if it hasn’t al­ 
ready .evaporated. 


A few weeks after the 1967 
war ended, President Lyndon B. 
Johnson m et at Glassboro, N..J, 
with Soviet Prem ier Alexei N. 
Kosygin. Johnson’s public state­ 
ments placed the Middle East at 
the top of their agenda. When 
the talks were over, Johnson 
said the m eeting had made the 
world “ a little less dangerous” 
and reported that while there 
had been no ready agreem ent 
on the Middle E ast, the posi­ 
tions of the two were “ a long 
way from total difference.” 
Im m ediately afterw ard, some 
U.N. diplomats said they be­ 
lieved 
some 
sort 
of 
secret 


agreem ent had been reached on 
m easures to avoid a new Middle 
E ast arm s race. 
While the American and So­ 
viet leaders were talking in New 
Jersey, Soviet President Nikolai 
V. Podgorny had been in Cairo 
talking to President Carnal Ab­ 
del Nasser. 
Whether or not there was a 
Soviet-Ainerican agreem ent of 
any kind, it was noteworthy that 
shortly 
after Glassboro, N as­ 
ser’s governm ent was reported 
to have ordered its information 
media to mute calls for a new 
war.

Towboat Crashes 


Into Bridge Pier 


Near Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI (AP) — The U. 
S. Coast Guard was trying to 
determine today what caused 
the towboat J.W. Hershey push­ 
ing 15 steel-laden barges, to 
crash into a pier of the Southern 
Railway bridge Tuesday, losing 
three barges. 
Lt. Cm dr. Joseph Martin, of 
the U. S. Coast Guard, said 
there were no injuries. The dam­ 
age to several marinas by the 
loose barges was being com - 
piled. 
All three barges were round­ 
ed up by other commercial tow- 
boats. Two of them were rc - 
ported taking water when sal­ 
vaged. 
Martin said that Julian Single­ 
tary, captain of the Hershey, 
said there were problems with 
the “ swift current” but that he 
was not sure this caused the 
accident. 


The Ferguson Act provides 
penalties for public employes 
who go on strike and provides 
they shall not be eligible for 
any pay raises for a year.

In arguments during the hear­ 
ing Goldman claimed the strik- 
ers put pressure on the City 
Council and city officials and 
had threatened them. 
Philip OlLnger, assistant city 
solicitor, said the negotiations 
between the city and the Muni­ 
cipal Workers Union were not 
unlawful and that the agreement 
reached “ is merely an under­ 
standing between the city and 
the workers.” 
The strike ended Feb. 8. 
Meanwhile, the city announ­ 
ced cutbacks to finance raises 
for all city employes and 
to 
balance the budget to deal with 
decreased revenues and higher 
costs. 
The city notified 23 newly 
hired firemen that their jobs 
were being abolished. The city 
also said about 75 unfilled police 
jobs would not be filled in 1970. 
Police recruits now in school 
will not be hired.

Towboat Crashes 


Into Bridge Pier 


Near Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI (AP) — The U. 
S. Coast Guard was trying to 
determine today what caused 
the towboat J.W. Hershey push­ 
ing 15 steel-laden barges, to 
crash into a pier of the Southern 
Railway bridge Tuesday, losing 
three barges. 
Lt. Cmdr. Joseph Martin, of 
the U. S. Coast Guard, said 
there were no injuries. The dam­ 
age to several marinas by the 
loose barges was being com - 
piled. 
All three barges were round­ 
ed up by other commercial tow­ 
boats. Two of them were re - 
ported taking water when sal­ 
vaged. 
Martin said that Julian Single­ 
tary, captain of the Hershey, 
said there were problems with 
the “swift current” but that he 
was not sure this caused the 
accident. 


The Ferguson Act provides 
penalties for public employes 
who go on strike and provides 
they shall not be eligible for 
any pay raises for a year. 
The city granted increases to 
strikers who included garbage 
and trash collectors, street and 
water s y s t e m 
maintenance 
workers. 
The taxpayer’s suit sought to 
enjoin the pay increase. Gold­ 
man claimed the provision of 
the Ferguson Act precluded pay 
raises at this time for the strik­ 
ers. 
“The city did not invoke the 
Ohio Ferguson Act and 
this 
court will be compelled to dis­ 
miss the plaintiff’s (Goldman’s) 
petition,” the judge ruled. 
In arguments during the hear­ 
ing Goldman claimed the strik­ 
ers put pressure on the City 
Council and city officials and 
had threatened them. 
Philip Olinger, assistant city 
solicitor, said the negotiations 
between the city and the Muni­ 
cipal Workers Union were not 
unlawful and that the agreement 
reached “is merely an under­ 
standing between the city and 
the workers.” 
The strike ended Feb. 8. 
Meanwhile, the city announ­ 
ced cutbacks to finance raises 
for all city employes and 
to 
balance the budget to deal with 
decreased revenues and higher 
costs. 
The city notified 23 newly 
hired firemen that their jobs 
were being abolished. The city 
also said about 75 unfilled police 
jobs would not be filled in 1970. 
Police recruits now in school 
will not be hired.

Milligan Eyes T a x Reform As Big Issue 


CINCINNATI (AP) — John J. 
GDligsti, candidate for the De­ 
mocratic nomination for gover­ 
nor today indicated much of 
his campaign will be based on 
tax reform that will be “a fair 
system of taxation” based on the 
individual’s ability to pay. 
The former Congressman and 
unsuccessful 
senatorial 
candi­ 
date told a Democratic meeting 
here Tuesday that taxpayers 
•*are telling us to devise 
some 


alternative to the property tax 
which too long has burdened 
the homeowner.” 
He said recent f a i l u r e of 
school tax issues around the 
state showed that the voters 
want a fairer system of paying 
for public services, he said. 
“Some new approach that will 
levy taxes according to the citi­ 
zen's ability to pay” should be 
installed, he said. 
“It is the state legislature 


which must help if our school 
systems, as we know them, are 
to survive. The legislature can 
solve—and with proper leader­ 
ship would have solved — these 
problems before they reached 
the crisis stage,” he said. 
Gilligun said the problems of 
air and water pollution, mental 
health and the correctional sys­ 
tem. in addition to those exist­ 
ing in the schools prompted him 
to seek the governorship.

Commissioner James Saunders 
in Butler county Common Pleas 


Court charging malfeasance and 
misfeasance for his actions dur­ 
ing a riot among students at 
the high school Friday. 
Jestice also led a march of 
75 persons on the office of school 
Supt. Gene T. Lubera to present 
a list of demands to the school 
board. He threatened to seek a 
recall vote of the entire board 
if an answer to the demands 
were not forthcoming by Thurs­ 
day. 
The list included demands for 
safety of school children, sus­ 
pension of students caught with 
weapons, a police investigation 
of racial trouble, an end .to hid­ 
ing reports of incidents and an 
end to call on “ a black city 
commissioner” to intervene in 
race problems. 
Trouble broke out last Friday 


during an assembly ending a 
black studies program. There 
were six pupils and four police 
injured and 1H black pupils were 
arrested during the school-wide 
fighting. 
School officials said tension 
between Negroes and whites had 
been mounting for some time. 
The Middletown Fraternal Or­ 
der of Police (FOP) charged 
Superintendent Lubera was “in­ 
directly 
responsible” 
for not 
calling police earlier. Lubera 
declined comment. 
About 14 per cent of the 2,100 
enrollment is Negro. 
In Cincinnati, Withrow High 
school was closed down today by 
Principal Marvin Renshaw be- 
case of mounting racial tensions 
at the school.

Federal Appeals Court Lays 


Guidelines For Schools 


ORLANDO, Fla. ¡A P) — A 
federal appeals court, for the 
first 
time 
defining 
a 
unitary 
school sy stem , has ordered a 
Florida county to implement a 
neighborhood pupil assignment 
plan that will leav e intact three 
all-black schools. 
The 5 th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, in a ruling in New Or­ 
leans Tuesday , said that to qual­ 
ify as a unitarv sy stem a school 
district must hav e achiev ed de­ 
segregation 
in 
student 
enroll­ 
ment. faculty , staff, transporta­ 
tion, facilities and ex tracurricu­ 
lar activ ities. 
The court said its approv al of 
a neighborhood sy stem for Flor­ 
ida's Orange County would not 
necessarily 
apply 
to 
other 
school districts. 
“ Under 
the

case," the ruling said, “ it hap­

choice of a neighborhood assign­ 
ment sy stem is adequate to con­ 
v ert the Orange County school 
sy stem from a dual to a unitary 
sy stem .”
